Not since 1929 has our breed witnessed a con- 
signment sale average to equal the Blue Ribbon 
event at Waukesha, Wis., November 9. This comes 
as the climax to date of a season of intense activity 
in which not only have the heaviest offerings in years 
been quickly absorbed, but in which the Holstein market 
has picked up steady momentum and comes through 
the month with the public still hungry for good Hol- 
steins. 

The quality of the cattle was excellent throughout, 
and high advance expectations in this regard were not 
in any way disappointed. In spite of a steady downpour 
of rain all day long, a large crowd was present, com- 
fortably filling the seating in the historic Waukesha Sale 
Pavilion. Bidding was brisk and the 64 head passed 
through the ring in about four hours. Breeders were 
present from a wide area, including at least a dozen 
States and Canada, but the successful bidders hailed 
from seven states—Illinois, Missouri, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Kansas, Iowa and Ohio. Chicago-area buyers were 
very liberal patrons. The geography of the sale may be 
of interest to record here.

splendid additions to the new Holstein herd they are 
building. They selected 14 head for a total of $16,260, 
and they represented real “cream of the crop.” Present 
at ringside were President Otto Schening, Vice Chairman 
Philip J. Reddy, Robert Schening, who is general man- 
ager of the farms, and Delbert Kingston, Superintendent 
of Livestock. Their purchases included Abegweit 
Sparkee, famed headliner from the J. Walter Jones herd, 
Prince Edward Island, at $2300. This cow easily rates 
among the great cows of the breed now living. They 
also bought her two sisters to complete a great group 
from Bunbury Farm. From James Bros. they selected 
the lovely 4 year old daughter of Sunny Meadows Rag 





Apple Segis Lass, after a stern battle with Ravenglen. 
(If Mr. Ravenscroft had not been confined at home by 
illness, the story might have been different.) From 
Jack Fraser they secured a pair, topper being Credholme 
Moore Nig at $1750. They purchased at $1650 the Art 
Bruce bull calf, a youngster of rich show promise for 
the future. He is a maternal brother of Ravenglen’s 
new junior sire, Junior and Reserve Grand Champion at 
Waterloo. One of the Carnation heifers was likewise 
selected, a Peerless Creamelle daughter at $925. The 
rest were all Canadian-bred, and included the sensa- 
tional C. P. R. heifers at an average of over $1,000, the 
Colony Madam Perfection cow at $1100, Hays’ Superba 
Josie heifer at $925 and at $700 Diana of Creston, one 
of the Canadian-bred pair sold by Martin Buth. 

Ravenglen Farm, Antioch, Ill., purchased ‘lovely 
Lucy,” the beautiful daughter of their King Bessie 
Senator consigned by Elmwood. The price was $2200- 
and set the pace until well along in the sale. Martin 
Buth was runner-up in the bidding, as he was also on 
Sparkee. 

The honor of topping the bull section went to Glenn 
L. Bancroft with his 10-weeks-old twin son of Montvic 
Posch Bonheur by Montvic Lochinvar. He purchased 
the dam in the Mount Victoria Dispersal, and certainly 
cashed a quick dividend. A daughter of Montvic Rag 
Apple Bonheur, herself, this matron was regarded as 
perhaps the greatest brood cow at Mount Victoria 
Farms. A. C. Oosterhuis, Oconomowoc, Wis. was the 
buyer at $1750, representing a new line in his breed- 
ing program. Thus Lochinvar’s record was kept good 
of having his sons top the bulls in every sale where they 
have been offered. The margin was not a wide one this 
time, however. As previously mentioned, the Art Bruce 
bull calf went to Curtiss Candy Company at $1650. Next 
came Dunloggin X Ollie, first born son of Dunloggin 
Golden Cross, out of an 891-lb daughter of King Bessie 
Mabel Susie, and with fine records all the way back. 
John Last finally succeeded in getting him at $1600 for 
Milford Meadows Stock Faim, after a spirited contest 
with Ken Monson of Hawthorne Farms. 

Other sales in the $1000 bracket include: Pabst Ad- 
miral Cornflower, a January calf from Pabst Farms by 
a son of “Belmont” from an 844-lb 3-year-old ‘“Cru- 
sader’” daughter in the Cornflower family selling at 
$1000 to D. C. Balfour, Rochester, Minn.; Carnation 
Governor Design, a Governor son from an 1121-lb 4%- 
year-old Sir Inka May daughter at $1075 to Philip Sur- 
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prenant, Raretime Farm, Kankakee, Ill., and Hays’ Lit- 
tle Joe 22nd, flashy Hays-bred youngster, first junior 
yearling at Minnesota this year, although only a week 
out of the calf class, at $1000 to Harry D. Ross, Iron 
Mountain, Mich. 

Another strong supporter of this sale was J. P. 
O’Connell, who operates one of Chicago’s largest laun- 
dries and is building gq fine Holstein herd on his farm 
at Marengo, Ill. Mr. O’Connell, who also made some 
choice selections at the Show Window sale, secured 
seven head for a total of $3195. Most notable was the 
great proved sire, Downhamdale Finderne Pietje, one 
of the featured offerings that many observers felt to be 
one of the bargains of the sale at $875. His first eight 
daughters have 2-year-old records on 2-X milking 
averaging 473 lbs fat, 3.76%, representing a striking 
increase over their dams of 55 lbs fat, 1000 lbs milk and 
.2% in test. He is a double grandson of Tom Dent’s 
former herd sire, Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, inbred son 
of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. A sample of his daugh- 
ters, a 509-lb 4% 2-year-old, was consigned also by 
Smith Haven Farm and purchased at $900 by Glenn L. 
Bancroft of Michigan. This sire, now only six years old, 
and of commanding type, should prove a great sire for 
Mr. O’Connell. 

Canadian breeders have found the Blue Ribbon Sale 
a very satisfactory market place for their tops, and they 
extended great support this time in their consignments. 
Exactly half the offering came directly from Canadian 
herds and included the top priced animal of the sale. 
The 32 animals made the excellent average of $732, 
somewhat above the general average. Our breeders ap- 
preciate the opportunity to buy these selected tops from 
leading Canadian herds. 

The sale was managed by W. L. Baird and Francis 
Darcey, with Mr. Baird in charge of announcements, J. 
E. Mack of Wisconsin and C. B. Smith of Michigan al- 
ternating in the box, and with additional ring assistance 
of L. E. Franklin, Ontario, Canada and Rohert Seitz of 
Wisconsin. Harvey Swartz and Gene Halbach presented 
the animals in the ring. 


Following Blue Ribbon Day, the U. S. National Sale 
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continued with a day each at Waukesha and Watertown. 
At Waukesha on Nov. 10, 74 head one year old and over 
averaged $275, with 11 calves bringing $1,500. C. P. R. 
topped the day with a bull at $505 and Townsend-Mill- 
ington topped the females at $410. At Watertown, 8( 
head averaged $260, the Elmwood bull top at $450 to 
Harold Ellis and four females bringing over $400 each.

elements or compounds of the diet or ration. In extensive 
areas of the northern part of the United States and parts 
of Canada the soils are very low in iodine. To the soil 
or geological formation we must resort for our supply of 
this element. Plants grown on such areas, or waters 
from the wells drilled in such soils or geological forma- 
tions, will be too low in iodine to supply the human and 
animal demands. For example, no iodine was found in 
any of the ground water supplies of the northern penin- 
sula nor the upper part of the lower peninsula of Mich- 
igan. In the region of the Great Lakes and west to the 
Pacific Coast the iodine content of soils, waters, and 
plants is low, and it is in these regions that the deficiency 
of iodine is felt most. 

In the United States the goiter areas are primarily 
in the northwest and in the Great Lakes region. It is 
known that before iodine feeding was practiced goiter 
caused large losses of pigs in the goiter belt. Records 
for other areas show that serious losses in the sheep 
and cattle industries occurred, which were largely pre- 
vented following the discovery of the lack of iodine as 
the causative factor. The goiter area in the United 
States involves the states of Wisconsin, Ohio, Iowa, Ind- 
jana, Nebraska, Michigan, possibly northern Illinois, the 
two. Dakotas, Utah, Nevada, Colorado, and Montana; on 
the west coast, Oregon, Washington, and California. 
Surveys of high school girls in Michigan and Minne- 
sota revealed as high as 70 per cent definite thyroid 
enlargement. 

Goiter in Man and Farm Animals 

Goiter is a derangement in the normal functioning of 
the thyroid gland accompanied by its enlargement. The 
gland consists of two lobes lying one on each side of the 
trachea at its upper end. In man it weighs about one 
ounce. It produces a secretion which contains the hor- 
mone, thyroxin, a compound containing about 65 per 
cent of iodine. The removal of the thyroid in early life 
results, in all species, in a stunting of physical, mental, 
and sexual development. In adult animals the hair and 
skin show premature aging, and mental and physical 
sluggishness may develop. In all cases there is a lowered 
metabolism. There are two types of goiter, but simple 
goiter is caused primarily by a lack of iodine. It develops 
as a result of a failure of the thyroid to supply enough se- 
cretion, due either to an insufficient supply of iodine 
for its manufacture or to an increased demand for this 
secretion by the body. It is an enlargement involving the 
formation of more tissue in an effort to supply more se- 
cretion. The demand for thyroxin varies with the activity 
of the body function it controls. In the human these 
critical periods are pregnancy and puberty. In farm ani- 
mals, however, goiter usually shows itself in the young at 
birth as a result of a deficiency of iodine in the ration 
of the mother during gestation. The young thus affected 
are born weak or dead. On a deficient: diet the mother is 
not able to supply the fetus with enough iodine. The 
danger is thus increased in the case of multiple births. 
In calves, lambs, and kids the enlargement of the gland 
is very evident in the new-born. In pigs the most out- 
Standing symptom of deficiency is hairlessness. The 
young are bloated, have thick skins, and puffy necks. In 
foals the only symptom may be extreme weakness at 
birth, resulting in an inability to stand and suck. Birds 
as well as mammals have enlarged thyroids as a result of 
iodine deficiency.

Historical Development of Iodine Supplementation 

In 1831, Boussingault observed the difference in io- 
dine content of sea salt and of rock salt from a mine in 
South America and noticed the freedom of animals 
from goiter in the locality where sea salt was used and 
its prevalence in the other. He suggested to the Colom- 
bian government that iodized salt be made available for 
the prevention of goiter. In 1855, Kost] suggested in 
Europe the use of natural sea salt or salt to which 
had been added one part per thousand of potassium io- 
dide. It was introduced in France, Austria, and Italy, 
but opposition to its use developed and the practice of 
iodizing was soon discontinued. 

The work of Marine and Kimball reported in 1917 
stimulated the reintroduction of iodized salt, the use of 
which has ‘ome standard world-wide practice for the 
mass prevention of goiter. 

Iodized salt was first reintroduced in Switzerland in 
1919. In this country it was introduced commercially 
in Michigan in 1924. It was used as early as 1920 in 
Montana on a home-mixed basis. This was followed by 
its introduction into mineral mixtures for livestock and 
more recently in commercial feeds. 


Iodine Content of Iodized Salt 

When the occurrence of goiter showed that attention 
to iodine nutrition was needed, the most practical 
method known for its distribution was in common salt, 
and this remains the most frequently used carrier. 

Since its introduction in 1924 until 1941 the common 
practice in the country was to add 0.023 per cent of po- 
tassium iodide to common salt, thus providing a mixture 
of one part potassium iodide to 4400 parts of salt. This 
was based on the findings of Marine and Kimball that 
400 mg. of iodine a year prevented thyroid enlargement 
in school age children, assuming a consumption of 7.0 
grams of salt daily. Many believed this level to Be too 
high. For comparison, in Canada iodized salt was stan- 
dardized at one part potassium iodide in 10,000 parts of 
salt: in Italy one part in 100,000; in Switzerland one in 
250,000. Sea salt contains about one part of potassium 
iodide in 500,000 parts of salt. 


Data are available indicating that the daily iodine re- 
quirement of a human is about one gamma (.001 mg) per 
kilo of live weight when at rest and 2 to 3 gamma when 
active. Assuming a 5 to 8 gram daily intake of iodized 
salt per person, and disregarding that present in the rest 
of the diet, the iodine intake from iodized salt is several 
times as high as the requirement. 


In line with common commercial practice, advice of 
college feeding authorities, and the light of practical ex- 
perience, the Association of American Feed Control Offi- 
cials defined iodized salt as ‘‘common salt (NaCl) con- 
taining not less than 0.015 per cent of iodine, uniformly 
distributed.”’” Under this definition manufacturers sup- 
plied for the feed trade the same material furnished for 
human consumption. The continuous feeding to farm 
animals of rather large intakes of iodine above the re- 
quirement is a practice which may result in definite harm. 
Thus duToit and his co-workers showed that the feeding 
of 20 mg. of potassium iodide daily to ewes had a detri- 
mental effect on reproduction. At the rate of 2 gamma 
(0.002 mg.) per kilo, a thousand-pound cow would re- 
quire approximately 1 mg. of iodine daily. One pound of 
iodized salt (0.015 per cent iodine) in 100 pounds of 
grain (a common recommendation) would supply daily 
about 7 mg. of iodine to an animal eating 10 pounds 
of the grain mixture. This amount (seven times the re- 
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quirement specified) is certainly sufficient for protec- 
tion against goiter and for all physiological needs. 

This product when used on the farm in the goiter 
belt has alleviated all gross symptoms of iodine defic- 
iency. No conclusive evidence has been published which 
would indicate that iodized salt, iodized limestone, or 
iodized mineral feeds need to carry approximately ten 
times this amount of iodine, as they often do. A higher 
level has been advocated by the Iodine Education Bur- 
eau, Inc., supported by producers of iodine. 

In 1941, the American Public Health Association 
created its Study Committee on Endemic Goiter. This 
committee was formed for the purpose of studying the 
iodine supplementation problem for both humans and 
livestock. On the basis of the recommendations of the 
committee, iodized salt is now formulated with one part 
of potassium iodide in 10,000 parts of salt. This is 0.01 
per cent potassium iodide or 0.0076 per cent of iodine. 
This is just less than one half of the amount previously 
incorporated. When such iodized salt is normally used 
it still furnishes several times the iodine requirement. 
In the example cited, of the dairy cow, it would supply 
three and one-half times the requirement. 

The Association of American Feed Control Officials 
has tentatively redefined iodized salt on the basis of a 
minimum of 0.007 per cent of iodine. 

Losses of Iodine from Iodized Salt 

If all the iodine added to salt by the manufacturer 
were .retained, its value as an iodine carrier and goiter 
preventative would be enhanced. Unfortunately, this 
is not the case and the loss of iodine from iodized salt 
has presented a real problem to the manufacturer. The 
loss of iodine from salt on aging has been observed for 
some time. In many cases the salt discolors, becomes 
spotty in appearance, and smells bad. These facts have 
a real hindrance to salés of iodized salt. The discolora- 
tion is due to the liberated vapors of iodine. In the case 
of block salt, colored brown with added ferric oxide, and 
to which iodine has also been added, the loss of iodine 
may be overlooked. Nevertheless, the loss of iodine is a 
real one. We know of instances where farmers have fed 
iodized stock salt and then have experienced an outbreak 
of goiter in their farm animals. On analysis of the salt 
no iodine was found. Even the more refined table salts 
may turn brown and give off the odor of free iodine. 
Under more arid conditions it is believed, by western 
workers, that the iodine in bulk salt, which is the usual 
form of feeding, is not lost as rapidly as in the more 
humid regions. 


Analyses of iodized salt by the Feed and Fertilizer 
Division of the Wisconsin Department of Agriculture 
over a period of several years have disclosed .a consid- 
erable loss in iodine from the iodized salts of reputable 
manufacturers. There is no question of the producer’s 
honesty in putting the iodide into the salt and mixing it 
well, but the loss occurred because of conditions over 
which he had no control. In the table below are a num- 
ber of such analyses showing the manufacturer’s guar- 
anty and the amount found with calculated percentage 
loss.

It should be emphasized that in some instances most 
of the iodine has disappeared. 
Causes of Loss of Iodine From Iodized Salt 


The causes of loss are many—sunlight, reaction. 


moisture, air, and particularly the presence in the salt 
of inorganic catalysts such as. salts of iron, copper, and 
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manganese. Traces of chlorates are probably also preg- 
ent. All of the latter in their oxidized state will react 
with potassium iodide (KI) to oxidize it and to liberate 
the free iodine. There are always traces of the salts of 
the above metals in the best commercial common sgalts, 
with a slight acid reaction due to the presence of traces 
of the chlorides of calcium and magnesium, a condition 
can develop which will result in the liberation of iodine 
It is not practical to purify commercial salt to such a de- 
gree that loss of iodine would not occur. True, galt 
manufacturers in general add magnesium carbonate to 
the iodized salt for purposes of improving its running 
qualities in damp weather, but this practice has not pre- 
vented the loss of iodine. 


In developing a process for the stabilization of io- 
dine in iodized salt, many conditions under which iodine 
is lost were studied. With a chemically pure common 
salt (sodium chloride) containing none of the heavy 
metals as salts, and iodized by the addition of potassium 
iodide, it was a simple matter to demonstrate the loss 
of iodine as soon as traces of ferric chloride, copper sul- 
phate, or manganese sulphate were added—and with all 
three present the rapidity of loss could be materially in- 
creased. Mere treatment of the iodized salt with an alk- 
ali for the prevention of the development of an acid re- 
action did not prevent the losses although in some cases 
it proved helpful. 

Stabilization of Iodized Salt 

As the causes of the loss of iodine from iodized salt 
came to be understood it became clear that these causes 
could be counteracted by creating a slightly alkaline 
reaction in the salt, by having present an acceptor for 
any liberated iodine, and by maintaining a reducing 
rather than.an oxidizing reaction in the salt, thereby pre- 
venting the oxidation of any hydriodic acid (HI) formed 
from iodide. The prevention of loss could thereby be met 
by having present in the iodized salt an alkali, an ac- 
ceptor of iodine, and a reducing agent. 

This process of stabilization has been developed by 
and patented by the Wisconsin Alumni Research Founda- 
tion. * A typical formula for stabilizing the iodized salt 
is the addition of two pounds of sodium thiosulphate and 
two pounds of sodium carbonate per ton of iodized salt. 
The seal of acceptance is given iodized salt when 80 
stabilized by the Council on Foods and Nutrition of the 
American Medical Association. 


A method of stabilization has been developed at the 
Mellon Institute which consists essentially of coating the 
potassium iodide with calcium stearate at the rate of 10 
pounds of the stearate to 90 pounds of potassium iodide. 
The Council on Foods and Nutrition does not consider 
this method acceptable. 

Other methods have been developed but are not widely 
used. 

Limestone As a Carrier of Iodine 

Feed manufacturers have adopted the practice of add- 
ing limestone (calcium carbonate) to feed mixtures as a 
source of calcium, and iodized limestone has been de- 
veloped as a source of both calcium and iodine. The 
levels of iodine added are variable depending on the man- 
ufacturers’ formulas. The product is not generally 
available to the livestock feeder. It does not seem to be 
as practical a carrier as iodized salt for farm use. Most 
limestones contain traces of salts of iron, copper, and 
manganese, which are the principal offenders in the lib- 
eration of iodine from any iodine carrier. The use of a 
stabilizing mixture, therefore, is essential for the pres- 
ervation of the iodine. The formula developed by the 
Wisconsin Alumni Research Foundation has proven as

*In approving this manuscript, the Committee on Animal 
Nutrition is particularly concerned with the necessity of stab- 
ilizing iodide added to salt or other mixtures. At present, the 
patented process of the Wisconsin Alumni Research Founda- 
tion appears to be the most satisfactory method. Other pro- 
cedures of demonstrated equal value would be acceptable.

The pictures were then sifted down to six in each 
class by a nominating committee. The pictures of these 
nominations will then be submitted to the full All-Amer- 
ican Selection Committee, consisting of seventeen em- 
inent judges of the United States and Canada. Each 
will vote independently his first, second and third choice 
in each class. Each first place vote will count 7 points; 
each second-place vote 3 points, and each third-place 
vote 1 point. When the ballots are canvassed, it is a 
matter of simple arithmetic to determine the awards. 
In each class the animal or group totalling the largest 
number of points is designated All-American; second 
highest Reserve All-American, and Honorable Mention 
will be given to all others securing as many as five 
points. This last requirement is a departure from previ- 
ous years, and we believe will make the Honorable Men- 
tion award more valuable. In case of a tie in any award, 
it will be the procedure to break it by the result of the 
popular vote as recorded in the Prize Judging Contest. 

The nominating committee for 1942 consisted of 
Messrs. P. B. Misner and J. P. Eves, with the Editor of 
the World as secretary of the committee.

E take much pride in presenting in this issue 
We: All-American Nominations of 1942. We 

think they are a highly creditable lot and rep- 
resent a great tribute to the breeders of North America 
under the conditions of showing which prevailed this 
past season. 

There were many handicaps and some disappoint- 
ments. Certain sections of the country (the far West 
particularly) had no shows available. In many cases 
there was great difficulty in getting suitable pictures, 
and more than a few animals of evident merit had to 


_prevent many 
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be dropped from consideration because of inadequate 
pictures to display what they really were. 


In this respect, Canada was much better organized 
than we were in the U. S. Ontario breeders climaxed 
their local Black and White Shows with four champion- 
ship shows, arranged in series so that Harry Strohmeyer 
could attend them all on one trip and make a proper 
pictorial record. These pictures were then assembled 
for All-Canadian awards (on the same basis as our All- 
Americans) and their nominations were made eligible 
for consideration also by our nominating committee. 
The results in point of proportionate numbers of nomi- 
nations speak well for Canadian enterprise and perhaps 
should point a little lesson to our breeders another year, 
if the shows go on. 


The nominations are now under scrutiny of the 
Selection Committee and we anticipate a final outcome 
that will compare satisfactorily with the best of pre- 
vious years, in spite of somewhat lessened competition. 
The final awards are to be announced in our Holiday 
All-American Issue of December 19. In the meantime, 
we invite our readers to participate in the Popular Judg- 
ing Contest. Prizes are expanded in value, with a $50 
War Savings Bond as first prize; a $25 Bond as second 
money and $10 in War Savings Stamps for third place, 
along with valuable merchandise awards down to 50th 
place. Busy as all of you are, we hope we may have 
a record breaking participation in this year’s contest.

7 cows for shipment to Maryland, Virginia, the Car- 

olinas and Georgia, is based upon the utter ina- 
bility of small, inefficient, high-test native cows of that 
territory to produce any appreciable amount of the milk 
required by a growing Army personnel training in these 
states. 

On the doorstep of distributors, who through the de- 
pression years insisted on over-stuffing the milk bottle 
with fat at producers’ expense, lies the responsibility 
for the present situation. The dealer’s complex for yel- 
low, overfat milk has abated and now, on bended knee, 
the originators of an economically unsound system of 
offering fat to the housewife as a premium for buying 
fluid milk beg their producers to once more disrupt their 
breeding program by the introduction of purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesian cows known through world history as the 
“premier milk producers of the dairy world”’. 

When the United States Army procurement division, 
on advice of the Nation’s ace nutrition specialists, adopt- 
ed the 3.5% fat basis, with no specification as to color, 
as the buying standard for the Army, the illogical and 
economically unsound fat and color theory, perpetuated 
by the distributors, was repudiated by the highest nutri- 
tional authorities in America. 

Much of the present day shortage of milk, the threat 
of rationing dairy products, inability of distributors to 
meet the demands of their patrons, results from cross- 

breeding of dairy cattle forced by the dealers upon debt- 
ridden dairymen throughout depression years. Will 
those agencies vitally interested in making America 
strong by inaugurating more scientific food habits in 
the American home permit dealers, after the present 
emergency has passed, to force dairymen into breeding a

O situation we have heard is contained in the re- 

cent report of the.Truman Committee. They sug- 
gest that America should employ other obvious remedies 
before attempting complete conscription of labor. 

Their proposed remedy—make the basic work week 
in war industries 48 hours instead of 40; pay overtime 
in War Savings Bonds rather than cash for the duration 
of the war. This would have the merit of increasing 
our labor effort by approximately 20% and would 
operate as an effective brake on the inflationary dangers 
of too much spending money in circulation. 

Our average work week in industry is given as 43 
hours, while England is working 56 and 57 hours and 
Germany and Japan more than that. Let’s make the 


most of our capabilities in the voluntary employment of 
workers, before we attempt any complete regimentation 


of America’s man power. 
F cooverative Association, writing in the forthcoming 

Dairymen’s League News, proposes a fundamental re- 
organization of the dairy industry in New York to pro- 
vide more economical and efficient use of manpower, 
machinery, plants and transportation involved in the 
business of milk distribution. He would have a survey 
made under industry supervision of the whole dairy 
industry to discover where savings can be made and 
how our resources can be applied with the least waste 
of essential manpower, motions and materials. Mr. Sex- 
auer gets right down to cases with some definite sugges- 
tions for eliminating present wasteful, expensive, dupli- 
cating methods of handling, from the country plant to 
the consumer.

Editor George Hobson, 
devotes much space to warning 
breeders against short-sighted pol- 
icy in selling inferior animals at 
boom prices. The Society was plan- 
ning to hold its annual show and 
sale at Crewe, on November 12.

Mark Keeney reports from Over- 
brook that Dunloggin Design, the 
Overbrook herd sire, now has 40 
daughters in milk with 63 younger 
ones coming along and $5 cows safe 
in calf by him, so he should soon 
have over 100 daughters. His first 
18 daughters have now finished one 
lactation, with 16 of the 18 aver- 
aging 611 lbs fat as two-year-olds on 
3X. The other two both suffered 
serious misfortunes but still finished 
above 400 lbs. Eight of them ex- 
ceeded 636 lbs fat each, the eight 
averaging 671 lbs fat from 18,067 
lbs milk with 3.7% test. Quite a 
record for a bull not yet six years 
old already classified as Excellent 
and rated Gold Medal and with an 
index on his first 11 pairs of over 
1,000 lbs fat on a 3X basis. 

Overbrook is now completing its 
10th consecutive year of Herd Test 
and the current year promises to 
come closer than ever before to the 
coveted 600-lb mark, being credited 
with 496 lbs in the first 10 months, 
so the 10-year average will be with- 
out question more than 30 lbs above 
the 500-lb goal which Mark set 
when they started this work. 

The labor situation will necessi- 
tate the reducing of the Overbrook 
herd by some 15 or 20 milking cows 
next year, in order to mafntain the 
herd on a 3X basis. Mark has al- 
ways opposed the using of inmate 
labor in the feeding and milking of 














his beloved cows but in spite of 
labor conditions, they will do the 
pest they can to give the Designs 
the opportunity they deserve. 

SHAW AGAIN OVER 500 LBS 

Harold Shaw’s noted herd at San- 
ford, Me., has recently completed an- 
other year’s production averaging 
over 500 lbs fat, the second consecu- 
tive year above 500 lbs and the 14th 
year on Herd Test with a 14-year 
average of 458.7 lbs fat.

The 905 animals which have been 
classified make up the herds of 
the following institutions: Athens 
State Hospital, Athens; Boys’ Indus- 
trial School, Lancaster; Dayton 
State Hospital, Dayton; Grafton 
State Farm, Grafton; Hawthornden 
State Hospital, Macedonia; Institu- 
tion for Feeble-Minded, Apple 
Creek; Institution for Feeble-Mind- 
ed, Orient; Lebanon State Farm, 
Lebanon; Lima State Hospital, 
Lima; London Prison Farm, Lon- 
don; Massillon State Hospital. 
Massillon; Ohio State Hospital for 
Epileptics, Gallipolis; Ohio State 
Reformatory, Mansfield; Ohio State 
Sanatarium, Mount Vernon; Toledo 
State Hospital, Toledo. 

Classification was done by Clair I. 
Miller of Medina, who is one of 
seven inspectors appointed by the 
national Holstein Association to do 
that work. 


J. D. Bragg, chief agriculturist 
with Ohio’s Department of Public 
Welfare, Columbus, states that there 
are more than 1,500 Holstein cows 
in these Welfare herds, and they are 
averaging more than 12,000 pounds 
milk and approximately 400 pounds 
of butterfat per year. The herds 
are free from tuberculosis and 
Bang’s disease, and most of the 
cows are being bred to proven sires 
through artificial service. All fe- 
males and many of the bulls have 
been bred by the State.

satisfactory with iodized limestone as it has with iodized 
salt. 
Mineral Feeds as Carriers of Iodine 

A more recent development has been the incorpora- 
dion of manganese salts into the iodized limestone mix- 
tures. These salts accelerate the liberation of iodine. 

For some years there has been a considerable use of 
mineral feeds for farm livestock, these mixtures being 
designed to supplement ordinary rations in respects in 
which they may be deficient. Some are simple in make- 
up. Some are complex. The simple mineral mixture is 
usually made of salt, bone meal, and limestone. Complex 
mixtures usually contain limestone, bone meal, bone 
black, superphosphate, salt, charcoal, Glauber’s salts, 
Epsom salt, sulphur, bicarbonate of soda, manganese 
sulphate, anise, and potassium iodide. Needless to say, 
the many metallic salts contained in a complex mineral 
mixture, or even the traces of such salts in a simple mix- 
ture, will tend to release the iodine and thus to defeat 
the use of such mixtures as sources of iodine. By the 
use of a stabilizing mixture the iodine can be retained. 

Mixed Feeds as Carriers of Iodine 

Makers of feed mixtures, such as ground grains and 
their by-products, milk powders, fish meal, meat scraps, 
etc., are also directly adding potassium iodide as a source 
of iodine. The iodine in such mixtures is fairly stable, due 
to the presence of starches and unsaturated fats. Re- 
cently, however, a practice has developed of adding man- 
ganese salts to the feed, especially for poultry, to pre- 
vent the disease known as perosis (slipped tendon) and 
to improve the hatchability of eggs. This practice in 
many instances may be considered commendable and 
even desirable, but it should be known that when salts 
of manganese are added to a feed, as well as potassium 
iodide as a source of iodine, the complete retention of the 
jodine by the feed may be prevented. The salts of man- 
ganese are active catalytic agents and, as in salt, mineral 
mixtures, and limestones, they accelerate the release of 
elemental and volatile iodine. The only sure way of re- 
taining the iodine in a feed mixture containing manga- 
nese is to use the stabilized mixture. 

A Re-emphasis 

There is no question of the needs of man and domes- 

tic animals for supplementary iodine in extensive north- 
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ern areas of the United States and parts of Canada. The 
soil does not contain sufficient quantities of iodine to 
supply, in water or food, the iodine necessary to prevent 
goiter. It must therefore be distributed in certain com- 
mon carriers as an added element. Such carriers for man 
are common salt and for domestic animals salt, lime- 
stone, mineral mixtures, and feed mixtures. 


Nutrition experts and medical authorities are agreed 
on the necessity of such added iodine for the prevention 
of goiter in certain geographic regions, and now that 
the problem of prevention of loss of iodine from the 
carrier products has been, in principle, solved, simple 
goiter should become practically a thing of the past. It 
should be added that there are regions in the United 
States where the need for extra iodine has not been dem- 
onstrated and the statements in this publication in ref- 
erence to extra iodine apply only to specific areas. 


Information as to the exact requirements of live- 
stock for iodine has.not yet been reported from experi- 
ment stations in the goiter belt, but the gross symptoms 
of iodine deficiency have been overcome by incorporating 
not more than one per cent of iodized salt in the grain 
portion of rations. Swine and chickens feeding wholly 
on concentrates would undoubtedly be protected by the 
use of 0.5 per cent of iodized salt in the entire ration. 


Minimum iodine requirements have not been estab- 
lished. : 


In Wisconsin the use of iodized salt containing 0.015 
per cent of iodine incorporated at one per cent level in 
the grain portions of livestock rations has been entirely 
effective. Probably many of these iodized salts were much 
lower in iodine content, due to losses during storage. 


Now that the producers of iodized salt are beginning 
to stabilize the new product containing 0.0076 per cent 
of iodine against loss of this element, it is believed that 
the use of such salt at a one per cent level in the grain 
portion of the ration in the case of horses, sheep, and 
cattle. and at a 0.5 per cent level in the entire ration of 
swine and chickens, or the use of an equivalent amount of 
iodine in mineral feeds or commercial mixed feeds, will 
provide the needed iodine supplementation. 


So far as we know there is no evidence that the use 
of iodized salt under a “free choice’ method of feeding 
as practiced with livestock on range or in confinement 
would not be effective. ,

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EARLVILLE PREPARES FOR 
SESQUI-CENTENNIAL 

On December 9 and 10, R. Austin 
Backus of Mexico, N. Y., will con- 
duct the 150th in his series of pure- 
bred Holstein sales at Earlville, N. 
Y., a sequence which has sent 16,813 
registered Holsteins through the 
Earlville ring to hundreds of breed- 
ers throughout all the Eastern 
states, south to the Carolinas, and 
west as far as Oklahoma, bringing a 
grand total of $2,527,495. No pure- 
bred sale series of any breed of cat- 
tle can approach the Earlville series 
for number of sales, number of 
purebred cattle sold, or for sale total 
for the series. 


The Earlville sales pavilion has a 
Holstein history 29 years old, with 
averages up to nearly $275 and high 
individual prices up to $3,500 as 
early as 1914. Mr. Backus held the 
first sale in his series there on May 
14 and 15, 1924, with 147 head 
bringing an average of $134.93 with 
a top price of $265. From this be- 
ginning, with at first only two to 
four sales there a year, the Earlville 
sales developed into the present 
lively marketplace for Eastern Hol- 
steins, with an average of very near- 
ly a sale each month for the past 
several years. The first four-figure 
price there under Backus-manage- 
ment came in the 21st sale in May, 
1930, when Sir Topsy Korndyke sold 
for $1,725 to J. & E. J. Karlen, 
Rome, N. Y. In December of the 
same year, at the 25th or Silver An- 
niversary Sale, this mark was raised 
when Bellevue Farms, Hyattsville, 
Md., paid $2,125 for famed Ormsby 
Sensation 45th, consigned by R. E. 
Eddy of Poultney, Vt. 

The ‘Golden Anniversary” was 
celebrated in May, 1934, with a 3- 
day sale that brought an average of 
$111 for the 188 head, with a top at 
$300. This was perhaps the low 
point of the depression in Holstein 
values. A little over two years later, 
on October 14-15, 1936, came the 
75th or ‘Diamond Jubilee’’ Earlville 
Sale, which scored another triumph, 
the 175 head averaging $151, with a 
$500 top for a cow bred and con- 
signed by Blount Lumber Co., La- 
cona, N. Y. 

And two years after that, in De- 
cember, 1938, the 100th Earlville 
Sale was held with the 147 head 
bringing an average of $282. Of the 
66 head sold on “Century Day”’ only 
one failed to bring over $200, and 
the top price was $675. 

In the past four years there have 
been 49 more Earlville Sales, which 
have seen a total of $5,830 Holsteins 
sold for a total of nearly one mil- 
lion dollars, and for an average of 
over $161. Each year since then Mr. 
Backus has held one or two special 
two-day sales, with cattle selling the

The dispersal of the herd of E. E. 
Carman. Ada, Minn., marked the 
passing of one of the old established 
herds of Minnesota. In 1918, this 
herd was started with a foundation 
of nine females and a sire of Ormsby 
plood lines. No testing has been 
done in the ‘herd since the early days 
of its establishment, but the selec- 
tion of herd sires has been carefully 
made and the offering represented 
excellent blood lines. 22 head were 
sired by Femeco Sir Cornflower 
Fobes, a son of Femco Count 
Walker Piebe (13 A R daughters) 
and a 588-lb fat daughter of Gov- 
ernor Fobes, including a young bull 
out of a daughter of Admiral Fobes 
Ormsby.

One of the good sales of the year 
was the C. T. Shreve sale, held at 
the farm, Damascus, Ohio, Nov. 7 
under management of the Ohio 
Holstein-Friesian Association. Mr. 
Shreve established his herd only a 
few years ago through carefully se- 
lected purchases from Ohio herds. 
He carried out a continuous program 
of production testing from the in- 
ception. His search for a top sire to 
head his herd led him to the bull, 
Rear Admiral Ormsby Fobes, which 
Osborndale was selling on one of the 
Earlville sales, the National event 
held there in 1939. This bull is an 
intense Admiral, his dam, Vickery 
Ormsby Fobes (1009 lbs.) being the 
highest record daughter of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes, and his sire being an 
older son of the same famous cow. 
To use with him in the breeding 
program an Osborndale calf was

Every person desiring greater 
production from fewer cows should 
remember this. They are simple 
rules that have long been recognized 
as necessary for best results in 
handling dairy cows. The impulse 
to “let down’’ milk is controlled by 
a hormone. Cows can be trained by 
following a regular routine to se- 
crete this hormone at the proper 
time so that they are ready to give 
their milk when the milker is ready 
to start milking. Massaging the 
udder is a signal that the milker is 
ready. This impulse to “let down” 
does not last long, so there should 
be no delay after the cow is ready, 
and the milking process should be as 
rapid as possible.

We have recently compiled some 
figures relative to type and produc- 
tion which lend much support to 
the Herd Classification program. 

In making this study, Herd Test 
records only were used and these, 
representing every completed _ rec- 
ord credited to an animal, were ad- 
justed to a mature, 365-day, 3X 
basis. 

It is interesting to note that the 
“Excellent’”’ group produced 46.9 
lbs. fat fore than the ‘‘Very Good”’ 
group; the ‘‘Good Plus’ cows were 
10 lbs. below the ‘‘Very Good”’ level 
and son on down until the animals 
falling into the ‘‘Poor’’ bracket were 
170.7 lbs. fat below those classify-

The ‘‘Excellent’”’ females stayed in 
the herd longer than the other 
groups as shown by an average of 
3.01 records per cow. The average 
number of records for ‘Fair’ and 
“‘Poor”’ cows is not on a comparable 
basis with the other classifications, 
as the ‘Poor’ cows automatically 
become grades on being so classified 
and in many instances when an ani- 
mal is classified ‘‘Fair’’, she is either 
eliminated from the herd or else re- 
duced to a grade status. 


While the percentage of cows 
with records in the various classi- 
fication levels shows the trend, this 
is not a true picture, inasmuch as 
many first-calf heifers with records 
in the process, are among the large 
group of animals recently classified. 
By taking this same group one or 
two years later, the percentage fig- 
ures would be increased. 

The above table shows that type 
and production go hand in hand 
when applied to a large number of 
animals.
